Washington, February 19.—The first 
authoritative announcement that Presi- 
dent Taft wil] call an extra session of 
congress ifthe senate fails to act upon 
the McCall bill, putting into effect the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement, came 
today from Mr. McCall himself, follow- 
ing an interview with the president 
at the white house. 

According to McCall’s announcement 
the president feels that he is under an 
international obligation to summon an 
extra session if it be necessary to get 
action on the reciprocity agreemens#. 
That session would be called immedti- 
ately following the adjournment of 
congress at noon March 4. 

Statement Comes Too Late. 

While it is the evident purpose of 
the president, in permitting the an- 
nouncement of Mr. McCall, toavoid an 
extra session by inducing senators to 
act upon the agreement, it is the opin- 
ion of many about the capitol that in 
all probability the statement has come 
too late. Few senators are sanguine 
enough to predict that action will be 
taken on the agreement in the upper

the measure sent back to the 
senate with the French spolia- 
tion claims, and the naval over- 
time claims, over which Repre- 
sentative Mann has been wage 
ing his spirited fight, stricken 
out. 

While the omnibus claims 
bill has passed the senate, this 
measure must again be acted 
upon by that body since the 
house struck out all after the 
enacting clause of the senate 
bill and inserted the war claims 
alone. That the two houses can 
be brought together on the 
measure in the remaining two 
weeks of the sessf-1 is consid- 
ered doubtful. "3 

The omnibus claims bill car- 
ries about $750,000 in civil war 
claims. The senate added $2,-

Mann Quit, But Others Began. 

Realizing that the new house bill 
probably had not the slightest chance 
of passing the senate; Mr. Mann ceased 
his filibuster.

SCARED BY BLOOD POISONING, 
GATES ANNIHILATES DISTANCE 


TO GET EXPERT TREATMENT 


New York, February 19.—A record in 
fast long-distance travel by train was 
made on the arrival here tonight of 
Charles G. Gates, son of John W. Gates, 
the New York financier, who completed 
a dash of nearly 8,000 miles across the 
continent to obtain expert treatment 
for a case of blood poisoning. The first 
report, given out on arrival of the train 
at the Grand Central station at 11:49 
o’clock tonight, was Mr. Gates was in 
a better condition than when he started 
on the hurried trip east. Dr. Fellows 
Davis, the physician who met him, said 
that there was no immediate danger, 
and if the case went no worse than he 
expected, Mr. Gates might be himself 
again in a few weeks. 

To be precise, a chain of fast trains 
carried Mr. Gates over 3,989 miles of 
track in 78 hours, including all of the 
several stops which are necessary for 
changing engines, switching, etc. This 
is an average for the whole distance of 
$7 miles an hour, counting stops. 

The fastest time ever made from Chi- 
cago to New York ts that of Mr. Gates’ 
train in 16 hours and 49 minutes. The 
eastbound trip has never been made un- 


record has been 16 hours and 7 min- 
utes. The portion of the trip covered 
in fastest time was that between To- 
ledo tnd Cleveland, when 108 miles 
were covered in 97 minutes. The last 
leg of the journey over the New York 
Central lines from Albany was made in 
exactly a mile a minute, notwithstand- 
ing time taken to change from steam to 
electric locomotion at High Bridge. 
Mr. Gates was so alarmed over the 
infection of a bruise on his leg while 
‘traveling in the west last week that he 
offered $5,000 for special train fare to 
New York for treatment. Hr started at 
Yuma, Ariz., Thursday afternoon. 
Although confined to his bed in one 
of the five special cars on the train, 
Mr. Gates was in a cheerful mood upon 
his arrival here and in as good a con- 
dition, Dr. Davis said, as could be ex- 
pected. He explained that Mr. Gates 
suffered a similar bruise two years ago, 
and had had so much trouble from in- 
fection that time he did not desire to 
take the slightest chance in his present 
trouble.

URGED BY HARVARD PROFESSOR 


Cambridge, Mass., February 19.— 
Declaring that the family exists for 
the purpose of controlMng the number 
of children and insuring adequate 
support for those that are born, and 
that no one ghould have. more children 
than he can support, Professor T. N. 
Carver, the Harvard economist and so- 
clologist, in a statement published to- 
day, opposes the recent argument for 
large families made by President 
Emeritus Charles W. Eliot, of Harvard 
University. 

Professor Carver wants more restric- 
tions on the birth rate. 


“Whoever makes the statement,” 
said Dr. Carver, “that no restriction of 
the birth rate can be supported by 
economics is certainly not taking the 
point of view of most economists. Mar- 
riage itself is nothing more nor less 
than an economic contrivance 
trol the birth rate. Its purpose is to 
inake every person responsible for the 
offspring he produces. 

“Certainly no economist will admit 
that a man should have children be- 
fore he is qualified to Support them. 
In oases where a man persists in hav- 
ing more children than he could sup- 
port, more than his salary would care 
for, I supposo the state would look

Littleton Outlines Problems. 

Mr. Littleton then outlines the prob- 
lems before the federal government as 
he sees them, emphasizing at the out- 
set, that with but one exception, he has 
supported the nominees of the demo- 
cratic party, and that he has a high 
bellef in the party so long as it has 
for its central purpose the upbuilding 
of the country and not its spoils of 
office. He referg to the problems of 
supervising corporations and railroads 
which he says must be regulated by 
the government when they become na- 
tional in character. 

“There are those who claim,” he 
Says, “that the government possesses 
inheritantly to extend itself by con- 
struction and keep pace with growing 
prefer to believe that 
the power necessary to maintain this 
supervision should be conferred upon 
the government in the manner pro- 
vided by the constitution and should 
not be twisted and tortured of wholly 
inadequate expiting power. 

“I believe it sound statesmanship 
that we carefully preserve the central- 
ized form of industry, with ita multi- 
plied capacity for production and dis- 
tribution, and that we make this cen- 
tralized industry serve the purpose of 
a great civilization by that rigid regu- 
lation which will take out of the heart 
of it its corruption and strip from it 
its power of oppression and extortion. 

For Popular Election of Senators. 

“The fact that it will, in this view, 
become necessary from time to time 
for the federal government to increase 
its powers and enlarge its supervision 
over these great concerns, makes it 
more and more necessary that United 
States senators should be elected di- 
rectly by the people, in the end that 
such senators will spring from the very 
will and desire of the people; and to 
the further end that no concern, how- 
ever unbounded its power, unlimited its 
wealth or unscrupulous its manage- 
ment, shall not be able to control the 
election of these senators except by a 
debauchery of the electorate, a danger 
not to be feared.” 

Taking up the tariff question, Mr. 
Littleton says he believes there are cer- 
tain high-minded republicans who de- 
plore the passage of the Payne-Aldrich 
bill and who believe that the tariff 
should be honestly revived. The ques- 
tion, he says, should be dealt with ‘“res- 
olutely by a democratic congress,” not 
in @ manner so precipitate as to de- 
stroy business, but through a settled 
method in the. hands of a permanent 
tariff commission. 

Duties on the necessaries of life, he 
believes, however, should be removed 
at once without waiting for a scom- 
mission to report. “It is a little ehort 
of criminal,” he says, “to allow one 
man, through the direot help of the 
government, to make an _ée$ artificial 
profit from the poor.” 

He Favors Reciprocity. 

For the reciprocity treaty with Can- 
ada, Mr. Littleton has high praise. 

“In my opinion,” he says, “it is one 
of the most notable achlevemente of 
statesmanship in the history of our 
country, and demonstrates that the 
brave and honest mien in the republican 
arty realize that the necessaries of 
lite must not be made the subject, of 
artificial profit.” 

In conclusion, he indorges the parcels 
post system, and advocates currency 
reform. 

“There are other questions of great 
importance,” he says, “such as the cre- 
ation and maintenance of the merchant 
marine, the fortification of the Panama 
canal, and others which might be men- 
tioned. I think these, however, suffi- 
ciently illustrate my position upon the 
controlling questions.”

Statement for Taft. 
Mr. McCall's statement, which is gen- 
erally understood to Mave been 4ap- 
proved formally by the president, is 


as follows: 

“IT believe republican senators are 
gradually coming to recognize that, 
with the certain prospect of an extra 
sessions unless they bring the reci- 
procity bil] to a vote, there will be 
very serious inconvenience and em- 
barrassment if not danger to the 
business and industrial enterprises 
that are really entitled to protection. 
The president feels that he is under 
an international obligation to sum- 
mon an extra session. He will do this 
reluctantly, because it is bringing into 
power a democratic house and a sen- 
ate much more nearly democratic than 
the present senate. But if the senate 
sneela fail to act the president feels 
that under his agreement with the 
Canadian government to use his ut- 
most endeavor to have the reciprocity 
agreement confirmed, he will be com- 
pelled to call the session immediately. 

“T imagine the democrats are not 
anxious for an extra sesston. They 
would naturally feel that they cannot 
extemporize a revision of the tariff 
schedules. The light remark that you 
can prepare a tariff bill overnight or In 
two weeks, or in a month, everyone 
knows to be utterly unfounded 


Extra Seasion Means Agitation. 


“But what an extra session is likely 
to mean is a constant agitation and a 
continuous investigation into the in- 
dustries that are made possible by pro- 
tection and interference with their 
business that bodes no good for busi- 
ness at large. The consequence is that 
if anyone should prevent action on the 
reciprocity bill he would be in the posi- 
tion of helping to bring about a condi- 
tion most injurious to those industries 
which really need protection. What 
follows in an extra session will not be 
the president’s fault. The president is 
a protectionist, and expects to use the 
veto power, so far as he properly may, 
to maintain the party’s protective prin- 
ciples. But it would be a misfortune 
to have this inevitable conflict come 
nine months ahead of the time when 
it is naturally due. 

“Garfield, when in the house, voted 
against denouncing the Elgin treaty, 
which was drawn on almost exactly the 
same lines as is the present agreement. 
In Grant’s administration a treaty in 
nearly the same terms was negotiated 
and rejected by the senate. McKinley, 
in later times, advocated a like policy, 
and after many years of agitation the 
present administration has been able 
to take advantage of an international 
situation and bring to a conclusion a 
fair and equitable reciprocity agree- 
ment which fills McKinley’s require-

One of the oldest homes in Atlanta, 
and one that is not only historical be- 
cause it was built many years ago, but 
because it bears the scars of war, is 
a veteran that has weathered the 
storms for nearly years, and 
came near being shot pieces when 
Atlanta was shelled by vic- 
tcrious army. 

This old home is 
street, between Whitehall 
streets. It the old ante-bellum 
home of Green T. Dodd, a pioneer of 
Atlanta, and one of her most success- 
ful business men, who died a few years 
ago. The house has been called for 
over half a century the “old Dodd 
home.”

living in Atlanta. = 
On July 22, 1864, when the batte 
Atlanta was raging to the east @: ee 
city, Mr. Dodd took his wife and two 
from the home, which was 
greatly exposed to, flying shells, and 
secured for them temporary refuge in 
the basement of a store on Whitehall 
street. They had been out of the 
house only a shont while when a can- 
non ball from tHe Yankees’ battery 
between Atlanta and Edgewood struck 
the Dodd home on the east end and 


its way clear through the 
coming out on the west side, 
where it buried itself itn the earth. 
The damage to the building was re- 
paired after the war and another room 
added to the house. 

Mr. Dodd continued to live in the old 
home until about thirty years ago, 
when he moved inta a residence on 
Washington street, where he lived until 
he moved into a still newer home on 
the north side of the city, where he 
lfved until his death. 

The old Dodd home was used a few 
years ago as the “Home for Old Wom- 
en.”’ It is now a lodging house. It 
shows its age, but is in a fair state of 
preservation, considering that it is an 
ancient landmark, a pioneer of ante- 
bellum days and scarred veteran of 
the war.

When King Canute commanded the oncoming tide to stop:in 
its tracks, his attitude was no more hopeless nor unreasonable than 


the effort to defeat the establishment of a parcels post. 

A convention has been called for Nashville to thisend. It will 
assume, of course, to voice the sentiments of the country merchant. 
Merchants in the large cities and towns of moderate size have, as 
yet, manifested no decided opposition to a parcels post. 

But it is absolutely unreasonable to believe that the few who 
may be indyced to attend a meeting at Nashville, or any other city, 
can speak with authority for, literally, the thoysands of country 
merchants “whose large and small establishments dot the militia 
districts of every county in the country. 

It is inconceivable that the rura] business man, whose commert- 
cial and social interests are inseparably connected with those of his 
farming neighbor and friend, can be brought to assume an attitude 
so injurious to the interests of the farmer and the community-at- 
large; or that the merchant of average intelligence should not 


| penetrate the arguments by which it is sought to array him against 


a parcels post. 

_ Opposition among merchants to a parcels post, rural or gen- 
eral, is based upon a bogie which exists only in misunderstanding 
Or in imagination. 

A parcels post will not hurt the merchant. Where it does not 
leave the status of his business undisturbed, it wil! positively help 
him. 

Merchant-antagonists to a rural parcels post, or a parcels post, 
broadly speaking, confining the 11-pound maximum shipping priv- 
ilege to the boundaries of each separate county in which there are 
rural routes, contend that large city mail order houses would es- 
tablish agents in each county whose only capital and expense would 
be a catalogue, with which they could solicit the trade now going 


to the local merchant. 


The spirit abroad in Georgia and Louisiana is abroad also in 
every other southern state, Only a few years ago the federal and 
state experiment stations and agricultural departments complained 
that the farmers were unresponsive to their efforts. Today these 
efforts are met more than half way. 

And a notable feature, according to qualified witnesses, is that 
the changed viewpoint applies to the old farmer as well as the 
young man, the tenant and cropper as well as the man who owns 
his acres. 

_ Lhe development, as reported, is nothing short of a revolution 
in southern agriculture. 

It is a matter of record, more than of discredit, that the southern 
farmer has been among the last of his American brethren to turn 
te scientific agriculture and modern cultural methods. 

Events largely beyond his-control, complicated, of course, by 
the eternal problem of the negro, have militated to produce this 
condition. 

But now readjustment is materializing with such rapidity as 
to challenge the credulity of the city man who forms his opinion 
on matters rural from the date of a decade ago. 

The ultimate meaning of the transformation is plain. With 
the aid of modern farm machinery and approved methods of scien- 
tific agriculture, the south’s development within the next few years 
should make the broad-blazoned achievements of the west small in 
comparison.

The 
latter would himself profit by the parcels post in lower rates on 
quick orders to fill depleted stocks. 

This is treating seriously the claims brought against a parcels 
post. What about the other side—the side of the farmer and of

It is now definitely known that several hundred thousand, 
perhaps an aggregate of a million or more, southern people, white 
and negro, are now and have for many years been partially inca- 
pacitated by the effects of this insidious little plague. 

More serious students of the problem have never doubted that 
the widespread prevalence of uncinariasis has for many years ex- 
erted a disastrous effect upon southern progress and development 
Give so large a percentage of the working population of a section 
only the powér of half-capacity indefinitely, and it requires no 
imagination to see the penalty expressed in diminished industria! 
output and feeding of the death rate from other diseases. 

Fortunately, the cure far hook worm disease is simple and inex- 
pensive. Should the present activity be maintained, there is hope 
that the toll of the malady will be incalculably lessened within the 
present decade.

tional Conservation Association. whom 
President Teft removed from the office 
of chief forester of the United States, 
today before the People’s forum of 
New Rochelle, delivered what he en- 
titled “A Report of Progress” He 
Summarized the achievements in the 
conservation of natura! resources, 
which he attributed to the “progress- 
lve movement,’ paid tribute to the 
Roogevelt administration, crediting it 
With enormous influence in awakening 
the people to their rights and oppor- 
tunjties, and declared the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff to have been the most 
powerful single factor in breeding 
popular distrust of the old line politi- 
clans and thelr methods. To that more 
than g]l else, he said. was responsible 
for making the last two years “the 
most formative since the civ!) war.” 

Summary of Achievements. 

In his summary of achievements. Mr. 
Pinchot placed firet “the great doc- 
trine of the conservation of naturel 
resources,’ WhRioh he said, “hae been 
adopted by the people of the United 
etaltes once and for all ag their ryle 
of judgment and action. 

“We have checked the Gu enheims 
in their efforts to absorb Alanna. and 
have opened the way for the use of 
the vast resources of that territory 
mainly for the benefit of the people of 
Alaska and the United States.”

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WOUND RECEIVED IN SIXTIES 
CAUSES AMPUTATION. OF LEG 


Judge David B. Herring, a veteran 
of the civil war and one of its victims, 
after nearly fifty vears of peace, will 
soon be out of the Atlanta hospital, 
where he has been for some time, but 
when he leaves it he will be on 
crutehes, for his right leg will be gone. 

It became necessary to amputate his 
right leg because of the wound he re- 
ceived in one of the last battles of the 
war. He was a member of the famous 
old Forty-second Georgia regiment and 
fought in many noted battles in which 
that command engaged. For four 
vears, although he was frequently in 
the very thickest of the fight, he es- 
caped being shot, but at Bentonville, 
N. C., in 1865, when the Forty-second 
Georgia charged a federal battery, a 
shell burst near htm and his right foot 
was so badly shattered that a portion 


of it had to be amputated. The wound 


healed, but after the war Judge Her- 
ring suffered considerable pain, which 
recently became so intense that he took 
the advice of physicians and had the 
right leg amputated below the knee. 
He stood the operation well, and is now 
rapidly convalescing. 

Judge Herring is 64 years ofage. He 
was for a time a popular justice of the 
peace in Bryant’s district, Fulton coun- 
ty. His present home is at Cascade, 
which is a suburb southwest of At- 
lanta. There reside with him his wife 
and three children. For a number of 
years Judge Herring taught school in 
Fulton county, and there are many 
grown men and women living in the 
county today who owe to him their 
early education. 

Judge Herring has a very large num- 
ber of friends in Atlanta and through- 
out the state who will be glad to know 
that the operation has been successful, 
and that he will soon be out again.

HIRED BY TAFT 


To Get Matters in Shape 
for Next Year. 


Gus J. Karger Employed as 
Press Agent in Behalf of Taft 
as a Candidate for Renomi- 
nation in 1912--Karger Train- 
ed Newspaper Man. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington,- February 19.— (Spe- 
clal.)—Publicity work in behalf of 
President Taft as a candidate for 
renomination in 1912 has been started 
in Washington. Gus J. Karger, one of 
the well-known members of the corps 
of Washington correspondents, has 
charge of the work. Mr. Karger, who 
represents the newspapérs owned by 
the president’s brother, Charles FP. 
Taft, did similar work during the cam- 
paign of 1908, was itn Mr. Taft's Cin- 
cinnati headquarters during the sum- 
mer, and traveled with the presidential 
candidate wherever he went. 

Frequent Complaints, 

From the beginning of the Taft ad- 
ministration there have been frequent 
complaints among the president's 
friends that his activities anq the 
Yhings he was accomplishing were not 
receiving their just attention in the 
public press. Comparisons were drawn 
with conditions that obtained during 
the Roosevelt administration, and 
President Taft was urged repeatedly 
to emulate his distinguished predeces- 
sor in at least the one respect of ap- 
pealing to and stimulating public con- 
timent through the press in support of 
his administrative and legislative poli- 
cies. 

Strong representations were made 
that the president should have some- 
one skilied in feeling the public pulse 
who woulgq see that the newspapers 
received information in which the peo- 
ple were interested, and which would 
attract favorable attention to the ad- 
ministration. That was one of the 
considerations urged upon the presi- 
dent when he was advised to get a 
new private secretary to succeed Fred 
W. Carpenter, and when Charles D. 
Norton stepped into the vacancy creat- 
ed by the retirement of Mr. Carpenter, 
it was thought that he was a man who 
could look after the president's pub- 
licity interests successfully. 

Norton Utterly Oblivious. 

Mr. Norton, however, has never had 
any experience as a newspaper man, 
and it developeg that whatever his 
varied accomplishments might be, he 
was not the man for that kind of 
work. Mr. Norton, it seemed, could sit 
all day behind a desk covered with 
good news stories and remain utterly 
Oblivious as to the publicity opportun- 
ities they offered, ang i!t happened 
not infrequently that when he did 
“spring” a story it was either the 
wrong kind of a story, or it was put 
out in anything but the right way. 

As examples of the wrong kind of 
publicity work the stories of the pro- 
gram of eliminating Cannon, Aldrich 
and Ballinger, and of the letter notify- 
ing the country that the policy of 
withholding patronage from insurgent 
republican senators and representa-* 
tives had been abandoned, might be 
cited. Both these stories came out 
last summer at Beverly, and the ef- 
fect they created was anything but 
happy. gh
